ON CODE CASE 


After a hearing to court here Mon- 


day afternoon, Judge W. C. Sheely 
handed down an order overruling ^ 
license suspension order by the sec- 
retary of revenue of Pennsylvania 
and directing that the operator's li- 
cense of Clarion Sowers, Hamilton 
township, be restored.

bis operating privileges. This is the 
first case of its kind handled to the 
local courts, court house records 
show.

British Admit Loss Of Lower 
Burma; Foe Near East's Riches 


Canberra, Australia, March 10 


(AP)—The Japanese made a third 
landing on New Guinea today, en- 
larging the forces they are mar- 
shalling there for what Australians 
are convinced is an imminent at- 
tempt to invade this continent. 


The landing was at Finschhafen, 


where there is a small airfield and 
a harbor which can accommodate 
moderate-sized vessels. The strength 
of the new landing force was not 
stated. 


It is 60 miles east of Lae which, 


with Salamaua, were the sites of 
two previous Japanese landings, 


Take Offensive 


These and repeated Japanese air 


bombardments of Port Moresby— 
another air raid there today was the 
tenth—have banished any theoriz- 
ing among officials that Australia 
may be overlooked by the Japanese 
temporarily in favor of a drive into 
India. 


Australia's air force, strengthened 


by the return from other fronts of 
battle-proved fliers to defend their 
homeland, has been ordered to take 
the offensive against the gathering 
enemy strength at the common- 
wealth's doorstep. 


Air Minister Arthur S. Drakeford 


said the RAAF was using every re- 
source at its command to strike at 
the springboards of invasion on New 
Guinea, some of them but 45 min- 
utes by fighter plane from these 
shores. 
—- 


All this' was regarded only as a 


delaying action, however, as the 
new enemy landings and renewed 
air operations underlined the con- 
viction of Australian authorities 
that an invasion attempt has be- 
come imminent and inevitable with 
the fall of Java. 


Expect Attacks 


They were said to regard the in- 


vasion of New Guinea as the fore- 
runner of swift blows against the 
Australian mainland itself and as 
a full-scale assault probably aimed 
against Darwin, Broome, Wyndham 
and other centers on the north and 
east coasts. 


Heads of Australia's fighting serv- 


ices have given the cabinet detailed 
information on the type of attacks 
they expect, the locations most 
likely to be selected by the Japanese 
for beachheads and the measures 
deemed necessary to drive them off. 


At Adelaide, Lieut. Gen. Sir Iven 


Mackay, commander of the home 
forces, told the Australians that a 
large scale Japanese invasion of 
Australia "would be difficult but not 
beyond their capacity." 


Washington, March 10 (AP)— 


A Japanese light cruiser shelled 
the port of Cebu on the island 
of the same name hi the central 
Philippines, the War depart- 
ment reported today, but only 
slight damage was inflicted on 
the city.

Mandalay, Burma, March. 10 


(AP)—Japanese legions which 
have conquered Rangoon and 
closed the Burma supply line to 
China in two months surged 
westward today toward the oil 
fields of Irrawaddy and the fab- 
ulous riches of India. 


The British indicated they 


were conceding the loss of the 
entire southern tip of Burms. 
from Rangoon to the Bay of 
Bengal by destroying 
public 


utilities at Bsssein, an import- 
ant port about 90 miles west of 
the Burmese capital and key 
city of the Irrawaddy river 
delta. 
To carry the scorched earth pol- 


icy still further, American drillers 
and engineers working for British 
oil Interests to the Irrawaddy fields 
300 miles from Rangoon were ready 
to repair them for five years. 


Rangoon Evacuated 


The British announced last night 


to this storied city that their Army 
had evacuated Rangoon, which had 
not heard the tread of conquering 
feet since a British Army occupied 
the city to 1852. 


All industrial objectives to Ran- 


good were demolished and dock in- 
stallations, oil refineries and mar 
chinery which could not be moved 
were destroyed, it was stated. 


The RAF said smoke rose 15,000 


feet above Rangoon as"^fires roared 
through the city's vital areas. 


One Port Remains 


The Japanese swept around Pegu, 


allied strong point 40 miles north 
of Rangoon, to their haste to reach 
the capital and today the move- 
ments of the invaders indicated 
heavy fighting was shaping up to 
that sector. 


With the fall of Rangoon and the 


immtoent threat to Bassein, the 
port city of Akyab on the Bay of 
Bengal remained the sole point to 
Burma :for water communication 
with India over which reinforce- 
ments might move unimpeded to the 
British.

PLAN TO SHIFT 
MANY WOMEN TO 
WAR FACTORIES 


Washington, March 10 (AP)—An. 


official war inventory of the nation's 
human resources declared today that 
millions of women wouM-have to he 
shifted from housework to muni- 
tions factories in the expansion of 
war industries. 


The survey was. made by the 


Bureau of Census. It contained no 
specific mention of proposals that 
American women be drafted into 
factories as women are in England, 
but asserted:_ 


'Tfie -'maximum movement into 


the male labor force can hardly ex- 
ceed 2,000,000 men. A larger expan- 
sion, of the total labor supply evi- 
dently can be achieved only by 
drawing millions of women into the 
labor force." 


The report said that 15,600,000 


housewives between 18 and 44 years 
old represented the principal re- 
serve from which additional war 
labor might be drawn. 


The report acknowledged that 


many women were prevented from 
taking jobs by family responsibili- 
ties, but said flatly: 


"The groups from t7hich most of 


the additional 
workers must be 


drawn are the women engaged in 
home housework or not in the labor 
force for other reasons." 


Although the report predicted .a 


shift of young, unmarried women 
from rural areas into cities where 
they could be directly employed in 
war industries, it said that the great 
majority of the needed increase in 
the labor supply must come from 
women in urban and rural nonfarm

Admiral King Is In Command Of Naval Operations

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TRIPLE THREAT 
SPECIALIST IN 
THREE SPHERES 


Washington, March 10 (AP)—The 


supreme command of all United 
States Naval operations was con- 
centrated today in the hands of 
Admiral Ernest J. King, a triple 
threat specialist in surface, air and 
submarine warfare. 


King, who was already com- 


mander-in-chief of the U. S. fleet, 
took over the duties heretofore en- 
trusted to Admiral Harold R. Stark 
as chief of Naval operations. 


This consolidation of authority— 


a possible hint of further stream- 
lining in the Navy's organization— 
gave King control not only of com- 
bat activities but also of the general 
planning and fleet maintenance, 
formerly the province,of the chief 
of Naval gperations. 


New Job For Stark 


Secretary of Navy Knox 
an- 


nounced the change in a formal 
statement last night which disclosed 
the assignment of Admiral Stark 
to a newly created post of "com- 
mander, II. S. Naval forces operat- 
ing in European waters." 


The Navy changes followed closely 


the Army's reorganization of its 
general staff into a smaller, younger 
?roup, but it remained to be seen 
whether the two moves would quiet 
Congressional agitation for a greater 
unification in the direction of the 
nation's war effort. 


Tht Army reorganization, which 


jecame effective yesterday, reduced 
the general staff to a fifth of its 
former size and gave greater recog- 
nition to air force men. Excepting 
the Chief of Staff, General George 
C. Marshall, who is 61, the stream- 
lined staff hss an average age of 48. 


Sole. Authority 


However, Congress was urged by 


Senator Lafollette (Prog-Wis) to 
order an investigation to determine 
whether legislation was needed to 
produce- closer coordination of Army, 
Vavy and Air Corps. Other Sena- 
tors agreed with his objective. 


The Navy changes were considered 


a necessary preliminary to any such 
strategy board, for it ended the di- 
vision of authority that existed, be- 
tween King and. Stark and put King 
hi absolute charge under President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Knox. - 


iStark's new post, it was. said, wul 


be comparable to that held by Ad- 
miral William. S. Simg, World war 
commander of U. S. Naval forces 
overseas. 


A special staff was set up in the 


Navy department to administer the 
duties which King took from Stark, 
and. this staff, like General Mar- 
shalls streamlined, counterpart, win 
share responsibility in mapping the 
offensive operations which 
both 


Army and Navy chiefs have fore- 
cast. 


A stern disciplinarian,- who is not

DOMINION RULE 
FOR INDIA SEEN 
AS "CERTAINTY" 


By DREW MlDDtETON 


London, March 10 (AP)—Domin- 


ion status for India as the price for 
her millions' war support for Britain 
was regarded In British circles today 
as a virtual certainty and the 
weight of cabinet influence appar- 
ently was veering toward an offer 
which would be put into force 
promptly. 


With the mailed ftst of the Japa- 


nese army beating on the door of the 
empire's treasure chamber and its 
people's attitude tepid toward Bri- 
tain because of unfulfilled aspira- 
tions for freedom, the cabinet de- 
bated the measure of Indian inde- 
pendence Saturday and yesterday. 


Informed sources said the snag 


was on the timing of dominion 
status—whether to grant it now or 
promise it at a deferred date. 


Sir Stafford Cripps was said to be 


leading the fight for an immediate 
grant to India of the same rank in 
the commonwealth as Canada and 
the other dominions. Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill, formerly an advocate 
of strong- British rule in India, was 
believed to be swinging toward the 
same- opinion, it was reported. 


Essentially, there are three plans 


for India believed to be before the 
cabinet: 


L A flat offer of post-war domin- 


ion status. 


2. A gradual grant of dominion 


status during the war. 


3. An offer of immediate dominion 


status. 


Indians here have declared that 


the only plan acceptable to their 
countrymen would be- the third—and 
that it would represent'the minimum, 
of India's demands. Others say that 
even immediate dominion status 
would be unsatisfactory, that In- 
dians have reached a point where 
they would accept nothing but a 
"completely independent nation." 


To- most Britons dominion status 


means independence and the nation 
generally is expected, to accept such 
a grant calmly. There are signs in 
the press even of impatience for a 
decision. 


On the other hand, there is & 


large British group with extensive 
interests' in Tnflia and it is hesitant 
about an immediate introduction of 
dominion status. 
Most of its 


strength is among the conservatives, 
Churchill's own party.

F.D.R, WARNING
